Needless Calf Slaughter 


High Cost of Me.'. Largely Attributed 
to the Killing of Young Stock 

In the July 10th issue of Hide and 
Leather w« published a timely article 
calling attention to the wastefulness 
of slaughtering calves and young 
lambs uud suggesting! that some ac¬ 
tion he taken to prevent thla by legis¬ 
lation. The article stated that the 
high cost of meat la caused by the 
scarcity of cattle, and this depletion 
Is largely attributable to the killing 
of so many young raWfft. which, of 
Bourse. is true 

If any one will stop to study slaugh¬ 
tering Mat 1st lea of these calves, and 
also consider the process of rslsiog 
them, only then one will fully apprec 
late the costly waste that Is going on 

To show this, let us take a small 
community of half a «i »«eu farmers 
who Invest In or o«a ten heifer calves 
At the age of two year* they com 
mcncc to breed—one calf a year and 
these calves will average half males 
and half females, in other words, 
they will produce a heifer every two 
.years, on I thaoe In turn will follow in 
the footsteps of their mothers. At 
the cud of two years we have fifteen, 
consisting of ten mothers and five 
calves Then they commence to double 
In every two years. Thirty at the end 
of the tsto following years, sixty at 
tho end of the fourth following year. 
120 at the end of the sixth following 
year. 240 at the end of the eighth fol¬ 
lowing year, and 480 at the end of tbe 
tenth following year. 

Foar hundred and eighty cattle in 
place of the ten calves?*" tn addition, 
there have be?n raised |he steers, and 
these sold as they matured at from 
|75 to $100 each, which is -more than 
enough to pay fof all the feed and 
care This is ideal farming, of course, 
and may not always work out. but cer¬ 
tainly will be much belter than selling 
calves to be butchered—Hide and 
Leather

Disease-Carrying Flies New Menace 
to Soldiers in Trenches 

There are other things than burst¬ 
ing shrapnel aod poisonous gases 
which are dreaded by the soldiers in 
the trenches. One la the common pre¬ 
valence of (Ilea In enormous numbers 
Th»s has become such a pest that a 
society recently baa been organized In 
England for the purpose of devising 
means to guard troops from the ser¬ 
ious annoyance Files are not only a 
source of great discomfort, but con¬ 
stitute a very grave menace to the 
health of the troopa by carrying 
S4rms of diseases from one place to 
another. 

In some trenches the files are more 
of a pest than In others. A British 
newspaper correspondent who Inspect 
ed a trench In Flanders told of im¬ 
mense swarms of big green flies which 
he found nestled in every nook and 
corner or the winding trench. When 
a soldier, temporarily relieved from 
duty, tried to take a much needed rest 
the flies would swoop down on him 
and pest?r him unmercifully. At 
maal times clusters of flies took pot 
session of all the food In sight, and the 
soldiers had to brush them off every 
morael before putting it Into tbe 
mouth. . 

Garbage pails, which are placed in. 
th.» immediate rear of the trenches 
and which are emptied and scoured 
once a day, gather swarma of flies. 
Here their buzzing sometimes is so 
noisy that it almost vies with the 
whizzing of tha shells over the "heads 
of the soldiers. Worst of afl. the flie* 
Invade the improvised field hospital* 
behind the firing line The corres¬ 
pondent Inspected one of these hos¬ 
pitals a badly damaged farmhouse, 
whpre three soldiers had Just been 
brought in for surgical treatment 
Two of them were only slightly 
wounded and were able to fight off the 
flies Tho third, however, waa uncon¬ 
scious. nod when a Red Cross sur¬ 
geon rami* to waali and bind up hla 
wound an attendant had to stand by 
to drive away the insects.

Three years ago he began to put hla 
Ideas on farming Into ope-at ion. Own 
Ing 10.000 acres of good soil in Macil 
son, Clark, and Green counties, be dl 
vlded bla land into thirty-two farms 
and instituted tbe tenant system, with 
nis Important provision the tenai t 
was bis business partner Each farm 
wag^pperated aa a separate business, 
as Houston and Jones, or Houston and 
Smith, or Houston and Houston aa 
bappeua in the case of his son, who 
operates a 600 acre blot Each tenant 
la supreme on hla farm, answerable 
only to Houston. 

Each of the partnership farms la 
operated on a card index, scientific, 
businesslike system All disburse 
menta are by check; every animal and 
currycomb on every farm la Hated, gnd 
a monthly audit la made of each part 
nershlp. Every field at every month of 
the year la accounted for with colored 
maps Expert accountants keep the 
books. An expert engineer has charge 
of the buildings ejected, roads con¬ 
structed and general layout of the 
farms. 

Each of the thirty two farms pro 
duces different crops and stock, the 
latter numbering Into the thousands. 
Two farms specialize In dairying, an- 
oUier in chicken raising/* another in 
horses, etc. The Ualrle are models, ao 
far as labor saving machinery and 
modern methods of hsndllus milk are 
concerned. Orchaitla an* carefully 
kept, houses and handings well paint 
ed. and everything conducted on a 
businesslike basis.

War and the 

Cost of Living 

•The. War's Effect on Food Prices in 
/ Kuropo 

“Tbs war haa caused an Increase la 
the coat of living throughout Europe, 
but this Increase has varied greatly 
according lo local conditions In the 
main the greatest rla# has been In tbe 
price of necessaries 

The effect of the outbreak of war on 
prteea 'was the seine practically 
throughout Europe. Its outbreak was 
followed by a sharp rise In prices due 
mainly to panic and uncertainty In 
tome countries legislative measures 
were at once undertaken to chek this 
rise; In others the government strict¬ 
ly adheied to the hands-off policy, and 
trusted lo the natural course of events 
for a readjustment. Within a fort¬ 
night. the first panic was over and ex 
cept in the actual war sone prices be¬ 
gan to sink. In most places, however, 
prices did not get beck lo the July 
level" 

Within the same countries prices 
showed startling fluctuations. In 
Kbeitua. France, within the war zone, 
prices reached a maximum In that 
country. In Paris there was no In¬ 
crease in the general price level, and 
an actual decrease In the price of 
fruits, vegetables, and some meats, 
while In Marseilles, there was an In 
crease of §0 per cent In Carlsbad. 
Austria, prices vastly Increased, while 
In Vienna tbe Increase was compara¬ 
tively small, the difference being ac 
counted for by the fact thal Carlsbad 
received the bulk of Ita supplies from 
Germany lo fact, prices In this city 
seemed to Increase on a basis of com 
parison higher than in any other city 
In Europe, un!e.» 4! was Christiania, 
Norway, or Constantinople It is algo 
noteworthy that the price of wheal 
bread Is higher In the Urge cities of 
neutral countries In Europe than It 
is In the belligerent countries, prob¬ 
ably due to the fact that In the fight¬ 
ing nations the governments under¬ 
took to fix prices 

Changes in channels of trade and 
the location of thp war zone altered 
the prices of mauy commodities. For 
Instance, the war xone* In France oc-. 
cupies the sugar-beet field, because of 
which the price of sugar in France is 
higher than ever before, and still 
higher In Eugland, which Imports ull 
Its sugar. Turkey lost IU Russian sup 
ply of sugar, and li> fact the whqle 
Balkan country is affected by It The 
closing or the Dardanelles upset the 
flour supply of practically every na 
tlon of Europe heretofore dependent 
on Russia, and Holland U the only 
country reporting flour at a normal 
price 

The effect of war on the coat of liv¬ 
ing In Europe has been moat marked 
since 1913 At Saioi-ica the epst of liv¬ 
ing had increased lu per cent, on No¬ 
vember 8. 1912. when the city was oc¬ 
cupied by ihe Greeks Following the 
occupation there was another Increase 
of 25 per cent. Aa a result of the pu?- 
sent war, anoth r Increase of 30 j&r 
cent has taken place. In other words 
the price of foodstuffs, cousumcd by 
the poor especially, has Increased by 
twothirda In Ratonlra In the last three 
years. 

Government experts on foodstuffs 
point out thal the resource* of none of 
the bellgerents have been seriously 
Impaired by the war, except in the ar 
tual zones of fighting' A portion of 
Poland, and nearly all of Galicia have 
been devastated by tbe contending 
Lrmies beyond hope of redemption, so 
far as this year's crop la concerned 
In Belgium, which felt the first severe 
blow, crop planting was resorted to 
this year, and a fair yield is expected 

On both sides of the line of battle 
In northern France the armies have 
cultivated the. fields for their own 
support. The agricultural icsourcea 
of Germany and Austria, except In Ga¬ 
licia und Bukowina. are practically un¬ 
impaired. Except for the inhabitants 
7»f that portion of Poland now over- 
, run hy the armies, the Injiahitmnts of 
Russia will hardly know there Is a 
war so far aa foodstuffs are concern¬ 
ed. It la well known that Gernmuy 
and Austria have resorted to lutcnsive 

f dantlng. so that there apparently la 
llllr prospect of u conclusion of war 
fare due to a lack of food-

Even at the last moment the tele¬ 
phone bell may ring and the reply 
of Germany haul* 1 to the British 
ambassador iu Berlin will reach Inin 
don It la a calm autumn evening, 
tbe windows are open to St. James 
Park, which Ilea dark and lilent aa 
far as Buckingham Palace In th j 
distance. The streets ‘of London 
round about the official reaideuce are 
'busy enough, quivering with excite- 
» ment. 

We British people do not go In 
! solid masses surging, singing down 
our Corao, or light candles along the 
line of our boulcvurds, but. neverthe¬ 
less, all hearts are beating hlg!i In 
the theatres, railway stations, railway 
tn.lna. shops and homes Everybody 
Is thinking “hy 12 o'clock tonight 
Germany haa got lo aay whether or 
not she la a perjurer and n thief " 

Meanwhile, in this silent room 
overlooking the park, the time pasaca 
slowly.

Farmers of Corn Belt to Watch Thous¬ 
and Acres Plowed at 
Champaign 

Champaign. 111.—More than 1>0,000 
corn belt farmers are coming here ty 
attend the first big field demonstra¬ 
tion of farm tractors in the middle 
west. The demonstrations will be 
made under the auspices of the Uni¬ 
versity of Illinois. 

Nearly 1.000 acres of land will be 
plowed by the thirty or more different 
makfs and types or engines. Several 
companies will show three or more 
sizes of outfits, each adapted lo a dif¬ 
ferent sized farm. 

People by the train load are coming 
from Illinois. In Hang, Iowa and Mis¬ 
souri. Tractors by the carload will be 
here to perform for them under prac 
tlcal field conditions One company h 
bringing Its outfits overland from Ot 
! laws. Another company w ill ship six 
carloads of tractor#—thirty-six com- 
j plete outfl'.s—to Champaign. It will, 
usv maybe three of them for demon- 
! *trations and expects to aell the 
.others direct to the farmers 
1 Every, company Is bringing extra 
outfits aud none expeets to take them 
back. Many a middle we*t farmer who 
comes to the Champalgt demonstra¬ 
tion in an automobile will have to 
arid lit* boy home with the car while 
ne himself will drive a traction engine 
home to relieve the work horses in 
the fall plowing. 

Evening programs on farm power 
subjects will be given at the univers¬ 
ity by professor* of the school of agrl 
culture. The farm engineering depart 
m nts of big middle western schools 
are sending their experts to Cham¬ 
paign to watch tie demonstrations. 

Special provisions have been ma> e 
by Ute state university and experi¬ 
mental stations to insure visitors a 
satisfactory and Instructive view of 
the Institution. Special guides will be

Tomatoes are one of the ea»y pro¬ 
ducts to can. but better results may bi 
secured with lesj labor by using a 
canning oulflt and IP: cold pack meth¬ 
od. Scald the tomatoes In hot water 
and plunge into cold water In order to 
remove the skins easily. Pack the 
tomatoes in the Jar whole. You will 
then be able to cae them to advantage 
in preparing salads, and so on. Do not 
add water to All the Jar*.

Great Elephant Fossil 


Soldiers Working in Ground of the 
Royal Military 8chool at Upnor 
Find Remains of Gigantic 
Animal 

An almost ^otire fossil of an ele¬ 
phant of enormous size is being exes 
vated in the grounds of the Royal 
School of Military Engineers at Up¬ 
nor. near Chatham It was discovered 
during some trenching work in gravel. 

The elephant belongs to a species 
known as Elephas antiquus of the 
early Pleistocene epoch, and la much 
larger than the mammoth. In geologi 
cal age the Elephas antiques came 
earlier than the mammoth, and al 
though perhaps at one time contem 
porary. It died out sooner, and Is 1 
thought by many to have been a direct 
ancestor of the mammoth. 

It is believed to have been a more 
southern form, and enjoyed a milder 
climate than the mammoth, which was , 
covered with shaggy red hair, as one 
knows from several entire bodies 
which have been found In the frozen
